Or Tue ALAPAHA River PRIMITIVE Baprisr AssoclaATION HELD 
Wirs toe Cuurcu at Mt. Preasant, WARE County, Gror- 
Gia, From NoveMBER THE 1svT To THE 38RD 1895. 


The introductory sermon was preached by Elder D. W. Tay- 
lor, (f the Primitive Pulaski Association from 1st Corrinthians, 
_5th chapter and 48th verse, viz: Asis the earthy such are 
they also that are earthy etc. 

After a recess of 25 minutes the delegates assembled in the 
house where the Association was called to order by the former 
Moderator. After nnazyer by Eider R. H. Barwick, the body 
proceeded as folilows: 

Ist. Rez iddstters from 12 churches. Statement from one 
and enrolled a‘elegates names, and on motion Elder Jas, A. 
Thornton was re=csleted Moderator and R. G. Oberry, Clerk, by 
acclamation . 

2nd. Read the decorum and in invited ministers of our 
faith and order to seats with us. 

3rd, Called for petitionary letters, there was one handed 
in from Pleasant Grove Church, Appling county, Georgia, and 
was received by the Moderator extending the right hand of tel- 
lowships to her delegates. 

4th. Appointed Eld. John Bilis and brethren J. S. Thomas 
apd J.B. Mullis with the delegates ot this church, a com- 
mittee on Preaching and Finance. 

5th. Appointed brethren David McGauly, S. L. Youmans 
aud J. R. Dowling with the Moderator and Clerk a committee 
on Business 

6th. Called for correspondence and received from the New 
Beulah Association letter and minutes by brother F. M. Loard ; 
also trom the ludian River by Elder Z. H. Bennett; also from 
the Le wer Canouchee by Elder J. Cribb; also from the Primi- 
tive Pulaski: by Elder D. W. Tayl.r: also received Elder R. H. 
Barwick from the Ochtockonee; brother L. D. Taylor of the 
Pulaski and brother D. J. Jeffords of the Union Associations as 
visitors, and on motion appointed Elder J. T. Mimshew to write 
the Corresponding Letter and adjourned until to-morow moru- 
ing at half past eight o’clock.

4 Minutes of the Alapaha River Association. 


DECORUM. 


1. ‘This Association shall open and close with prayer. 

2. Those members chosen by the churches of our union shal! com- 
pose the Alapaha River Primitive Baptist Association. 

3. The members thus chosen shall furnish letters from their re- 
spective churches certifying their appointments, together with their 
humber baptized, receiyeua by letter, restored, dismissed, expelled, 
dead and total number in fellowship, since our last session. 

4. This Association shail have no power to lord it over God’s heri- 
tage, or infringe upon apy of the internal rights of the churches. 

5. This Association shall have.a Moderator and a Clerk, who shall 
be chosen by the nembers present, * 

6. it shall be the duty of the Moderator to keep order, to explain 
and put questions. He shall have the attzae right of speech as any 
other member, provided the chair be fil#l, bi§ut shall not vote unless 
the body be equally devided, NG 
7. Lt shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a fair record of the pro-

ed if needed, and signed by the Moderator and Clerk before the Associa- 


tion adjourns. ak 
8. Any new church petitioning by letter and delegates for admis- 
sion in this Association shall be,if found orthordox and orderly, re- 


ceived by the Moderator extending the right hand of fellowship to her 
delegates, 


9. Each church shall have the right to send two delegates to this 


Association, and no more. 


10. Every query presented shall be fully stated in writing and ap-, 


proved by a majority before taken up, 

11. Every motion made and seconded shallcome under the obser- 
vation of the Association, unless withdrawn py the person who made 
it, with the consent of the Association. 

12 Every person who speaks in debate shall rise from his seat and 
address the Moderator in an orderly manner, and shall not be interrupt- 
ed while speaking, unless he departs from the subject, 

13. No person shall speak more than three times on the same sub- 
ject, and shall not continue his speech more than ten minutes at a time, 
without leave of the Association. | 

14, There shall be no talking or whispering in time of a public 
speech, or reflection cast upon the speaker, 

15. When a question is dicided by vote, there shall be no more de- 


bating on the subject. 
16. No member shall absent himself from the Association without 


leave of the Association. 

17. If any member shall break any of the rules of this Associatiou 
he shall be immediately reproved by the Moderator. 

18, ‘hese rules shall be read to every Association previous to en.- 
tering on business. 

19. To keep up a Correspondence with sister associations of tit 
same faith and order, that a chain of coanection may be preserve¢ 
among the churches.

above named societies. 


ABSTRACT OF PRINCIPLES SUBSCRIBED TO BY THIS 
ASSOCIATION, 


1. We believe in one true and living God, and that there are 
three persons in the Goaend—Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 

2. We believe the Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments to 
be the Word of God, andthe only rule of faith and practice. 

3. We believe in the doctrine of eternal and particular election. 

4, We believe in the doctrine of original sin. 

5. We believe in man’s impotancy to recover himself from the state 
he Isin by nature, of his own free will and ability. 

6. We believe that sinners are justificd in the sight of God by the 
imputed righteousness of Christ. 

7, We believe that God’s elect shall be called, regenerated, and 
sanctified by the Holy Ghost. 

8. We believe that saints shall persevere in grace and never finally 
fall away. 

9. We believe that baptism, the Lord’s supper, and washing the 
saints’ feet, are ordiances of Jesus Christ, and that the true method of 
baptism is immersion.
